Tbe commissioner of the depaitment 
of labor at Washington, Mr. Cerro I D. 
W right, has submitted his report re­ 
garding working women in large cities. 
The facts collected in the report have 
bet-n collected by women agents cf the 
labor debarment.

port ^hows that the working women in 
the WI eat cities are practically girls. 
The average age in all the oities compre­ 
hended is twenty-two years And seven 
mouths. 
The general average age at 
beginning work is shown to be fifteen 
ye ars ai d four months. The average 
period during which the women have 
been engaged iu their present occupa­ 
tions is shown to he four years and nine 
months,

women interviewed 9,540 are engaged 
in their first trial at < arning their living. 
Of the whole number, 14,120 are native 
b?m.

C hicago, Feb. 5.—John Dempsey, en­ 
gineer for Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co., shot and instantly killed Miss Maude 
McLellan, a chambermaid at the Illinois 
Charitable Eye and Ear Infirmary, and 
then committed suicide by shooting himself 
through the head, shortly after 8 o’clock 
Monday night, in front of the Westminster 
Presbyterian church at the corner of Peoria 
and Jackson streets. 
The only eye witness 
tojthe affair was a Miss Patterson, residing 
at 2J4 South Peoria street, who was walk­ 
ing closely behind them. 
She paid no par­ 
ticular attention to them, as they wero 
walking along quietly, when just as they 
passed the door of tho church the man sud­ 
denly stepped toward tho curbstone. There 
was a flash, a report, and the woman fell 
to the sidewalk. 
A second report closely 
followed tho first, and tho man dropped to 
the walk. 
The ball struck the woman above and 
behind the right ear. 
Dempsey shot him­ 
self in the left side of tho head j ust above 
the ear. 
In each case death must have 
been instantaneous. 
Officer Thomas Eteh- 
ingham, of the Desplainos street station, 
who resides at No. 171 South Green street, 
was sitting at the supper table when ho 
heard the reports. 
Ho hurried to the door 
and seeing the two bodies lying on the 
walk, hastened to tho spot, and finding both 
of them dead called up tho patrol wagon, 
which conveyed both bodios to tho morgue. 
The cause of the murder is supposed to 
be jealousy, as in the woman’s room at tho 
infirmary was found a package of love 
letters which were signed Peter Campbell. 
The dead girl has been employed III the 
infirmary since a year ago hist September 
as a chambermaid. 
She has been in Chi­ 
cago about two years. 
She came from 
Canada, where she was born. 
Her parents 
are Scotch and live at Blanchard Road, 
Picklow county, Ontario. 
Tho matron of 
the infirmary says: 
‘ ‘Dem psey came to^see 
the girl on Saturday night. 
Ho has been 
calling on her since she came here. If they 
had a quarrel I have not heard of it. 
I 
never heard her say anything about this 
man. 
She wag a quiet girl and sho always 
attended to her business. 
We were much 
attached to her. 
Sho was about 25 years 
old.” 
Dempsey has been with Hibbard, Spen­ 
cer, Bartlett & Co. for two or three years 
as engineer and bore a first-class character 
for steadiness and sobriety.

H ayti’* Com plaint A gainst the Transpor­ 
tation o f Arma. 
N e w Y o r k , Feb. 
5 .—Minister Preston 
was busily engaged over a collection of 
documents concerning Haytian affairs at 
the Westminster hotel yesterday afternoon. 
Referring to his letter to Secretary Bayard 
in regard to the discoveries made at this 
port, the Minister said to a reporter that 
his purpose was to bring the irregularities 
to the notice of tho Secretary of State so 
thatjthis government might put a stop to 
them. 
“I have no doubt, ” he continued, “that 
tbe Secretary will take immediate action 
as soon as he is convinced that the law has 
been violated. 
The evidence, too, is plain 
that the United States law has been com­ 
pletely overridden. 
It is truo Hayti has 
no right to interfere simply because Ameri­ 
can ships have been allowed to bring arms 
abd munitions of war to her ports, for 
there is no law forbidding Americans to 
make and export arms. 
Nevertheless, 
Hayti claims the right to capture such a 
vessel, if she can, as a prize of war. 
“But the American Government violates 
its own law when it allows an expedition 
to be fitted out in its'ports against Hayti, 
as was done in the case of the Mercedes, for 
instance. 
Hayti, then, has the same com­ 
plaint against the United States that the 
latter had against England when the Ala­ 
bama was fitted out in English ports. 
It is 
to bring the matter to the attention of Sec­ 
retary Bayard that the present investiga­ 
tion has been made, and I have no doubt 
but that it will be settled amicably. ’ *

RACE T R O U B L E S IN INDIANA. C L O T H I N G 
Y REDUCTIO* SALE 


W hite Laborers at Marion E ndeavor to 
Drive Out Colored W orkm en. 
M a r io n , Ind., Feb. 5.—What threatens 
to prove a serious race war has broken out 
in this city. 
A few weeks ago tho firm of 
F. M. Westbrook & Sons, tobacco pickers, 
importer! a number of colored men to work 
in their factory, claiming that there are no 
white men here capable of performing the 
work of stemming and stripping. 
This 
action on the part of the company greatly 
enraged a number of the white workmen 
and they sent notices to the colored men 
warning them to leave town within ten 
days or 
receive summary punishment. 
Threats were also made to burn the factory 
and the homes of the imported laborers.

H. Clay­ 
ton, brothers of the Hon. Jonn M. Clayton, 
who was assassinated on the n ig h t of Jan 
29, have furnished to tho press a statem ent 
of the facts leading up to the m urder. 
They detail the events of election day, the 
theft of tho Plummervillo ballot box, 
con­ 
taining, according to Inspector W ahl. C9 7 
ballot*, of which a t least 572 w ere cast for 
Clayton. 
They tell of tho investigation of 
this theft begun by one A lexander, and 
which was suddenly brought to a close by 
tho shooting of Inspector W ahl, 
after 
hich A lexander was afraid to continuo his 
investigation. 
They then say: 
“ John M. Clayton w ent to rium m ervillo 
nurined aud unescorted. 
He recognized 
the futility of such precautions against the 
stealthy assassin and believed th a t his op­ 
ponent, Mr. Breckinridge, who was aw are 
of the condition of affairs in this couuty, 
would bo willing and able to restrain his 
partisans. 
W hile passing through L ittle 
Rock on his way there ho said to tho Hon. 
H enry M. Cooper, in response to a sugges­ 
tion of danger: 
‘I do not believe I will bo 
harm ed, but men who voted for me believe 
th a t I was elected and so do I; and I will 
go there o\ bn a t tho risk of my life. ’ 
And 
so ho went. 
A fter having engaged for 
several days in taking testim ony, about 9 
o’elock p. rn. of Jan. 29, while in his room 
a t his boarding house in the act of sit­ 
ing down a t a table near a window 
to w rite to his motherless children, he was 
shot through tho window by concealed 
assassins a few feet from him aud instantly 
killed. 
We were 
unable to remove his 
body until 3:30 p. rn. of the next day, up 
to which tim e the sheriff of the county had 
not appeared, l>eing, in the language of his 
deputy, engaged in more im portant busi­ 
ness of collecting taxes.

had any 
citizen of the town m ade the slightest effort 
to trace or apprehend his m urderers.

B ib :—In a recently published letter of 
Mr. J. M . Dalzell, a olaim agent, of Cald­ 
well, Ohio, and in bis subsequent utter­ 
ances through the prees, he asserts that 
he has discovered some new laws in re 
lation to the allowance of mileage (5 cents 
a mile) to soldiers while on furlough, 
eto., and, also, ration pay to the same in 
similar oases, or where soldiers were 
prisoners of war, and, lastly, extra duty 
pay between October, 1862, and April, 
1863, These statements are so inaccur­ 
ate, and have misled so many soldieis 
and claimants that it will bete their ad. 
vantage to read the following explana­ 
tions and save themselves and this de­ 
partment 
unnecestary 
trouble 
and 
expense in ocndnoting useless corres­ 
pondence. 
First. There is no law providing for 
the payment of “mileAge’ at 5 ceuti a 
mile, or otherwise, to any soldier while 
on furlough, or while in the service; 
neither has such pay ever been allowed 
or paid by the acc anting officers in any 
case. The act applicable to the pay­ 
ment of transportation, pay and snbsic- 
*ence of volunteer solders of the late 
war, when they were discharged and sent 
home, was passed J aly 22. 1861 (over 27 
years ago,) and it has been in opera­ 
tion ever ainee its passage, and it is stil 
in force. But it must bs apparent to every 
one that nearly all soldiers who were en 
titled to such pay have already received 
it, or an equivalent for it. A very large 
majority of the soldiers were actually 
furnished transportation by the govern­ 
ment when they were sent home to be I 
mastered out (in snob [cases the soldier I 
ha* no olaim whatever tor any further 
allowance on this demount,) aud so now 
it,ie only in exceptional cases that a sol­ 
dier may have a reasonable olaim for 
transportation-pay to his place of enlist­ 
ment when discharged and sent home, 
and even then he must famish affirma­ 
tively sstisfaotory evidence that he ap­ 
plied to the government for his trans­ 
portation bat was refused or coaid not 
obtain it or avail bimsetf of it, and he 
must fully set forth the facts showing 
why he was obliged to pay his own fare 
home. 


EXTRA DUTY PAY FORBIDDEN. 
Second. In regard to extra-duty pay 
granted to enlisted men who were do­ 
tation to perform special and extra woifc 
as blacksmiths, carpenters, skilled me­ 
chanics, teamsters, etc., nearly all those 
men so enlisted were either paid such 
pay while in the service or on final pay­ 
ment when discharged; 
furthermore, 
section 35, act of 51 ire Ii 3, 1863, forbids 
the payment of extra duty pay to volun­ 
teers for servicer alter said date, so that 
practically it can now only bo allowed in 
exceptional ca-es. 
Third. The tot granting rations 
soldiers who were prisoners of war was 
passed July 25, 1366, and that granting 
the same pay to their heirs (act more re­ 
mote than brothers and sisters) was passed 
March 2.1867, and these acts are st ll 
force, bat nearly all these entitled to this 
pay have long since been paid i‘; and 
in regard to the allowance of ration 
subsistence pay to soldiers while on fur­ 
lough. 
It will thns be seen that the a ele­ 
ments made by Mr. Dalzrli in these 
matters ar*- inaccurate and misleading 
They will only excite false hopes and ex­ 
pectations in claimants, and cause them 
and the government useless trouble and 
expense.

Terrible 
Punishment of Some of the 
Ringleaders o f tho Sepoy Mutineers. 
During the Sepoy rebellion of 1857-58 
many of the mutineers wore blown away 
from the guns. 
It was a terrible punish­ 
ment, one which had been inflicted a cen 
tury before at the first mutiny of the Ben­ 
gal army in 1764. 
A battalion of Sepoys 
had seined and imprisoned its English 
officers and vowed that It would serve no 
more. 
A strong hand arrested the mutiny 
at its beginning. 
Twenty-four 
Sepoys 
were tried by a drum-head court-martial, 
found guilty, and sentenced to be blown 
away from the cannon. 
On the day of the execution the troop? 
were drawn up, English and Sepoys, the 
guns were loaded, and tha prisoners led 
forth to suffer the terrible penalty. 
The word of command was given for the 
first four criminals to be tied up to the 
muzzles of the guns. 
As the men were be­ 
ing bound four tall, stately grenadiers 
stepped forward from among the con 
demned Sepoys, saluted tho commander, 
Major Hector Munro, chief of the Bengal 
array, and asked that as they had always 
held tho post of honor in life they might be 
given the precedence in death, as it was 
their due. 
The request was granted. 
The 
grenadiers were tied to the guns and blown 
to pieces. 
A murmur ran through the Sepoy bat 
talions, who greatly outnumbered the Eng­ 
lish troops, and it seemed os if they wert 
about 
to rescue their companions, the 
twenty condemned men. 
The officers of the native regiments ap­ 
proached and told him that their men were 
not to be trusted, as they had determined 
not to permit the execution to proceed. 
Tho chief knew that on the issue of that 
parade for execution depended the fate of 
the Bengal army. 
The English troops were few and there 
was scarcely a man among them not moved 
to tears by tho fearful death of the four 
grenadiers. 
But the commander knew 
that they could be trusted to defend the 
guns, which, turned upon 
the Sepoys, 
would defeat any attempt to rescue their 
comrades. 
Maj. Munro closed the English on to the 
battery—the grenadiers on one side, the 
marines on th ith e r —and loaded the pie*; * 
with grape. * Then he sent the Sepoy 
officers back to their battalion and gave to 
the native regiments the word of command, 
“Ground arms!” 
They knew it would be madness to dis­ 
obey in presence of the loaded guns and 
laid down their arms. 
“Right about face! 
Forward march!” 
was the next command. 
The Sepoys marched to a distance from 
their grounded arms and the English sol 
diers with the guns took ground on the in­ 
tervening space. 
The danger had passed away. The native 
troops wero at Munro’s mercy and the exe­ 
cution went on to the dreadful close.
